Vyshinsky Pays 
Visit To 


German 


East 
Republic 


_Berlin, Dec. 14.—Mr Andrei Vyshinsky, the 
Sovict Foreign Minister, today interrupted_his 
journcy from Paris to Moscow to pay the East 
German Republic the first State visit it has received 


since its formation. 


That it was primarily a visit to the 


East 


German Government and not to the Soviet Control 
Commission was emphasised by the fact that he 
was met at the airport by the three Deputy Pre- 
miers and a guard of honour of the East German 
police, and not by Soviet officials. 


German sources close to 
the Sovict Control Commis- 
sion stated today that Mr 
Vyshinsky was unlikely to 
stay for more than 24 hours 
in Berlin, and might leave 
early tomorrow morning.

Third War 
Will Last 


Washington, Dec, 14.—Dr 
Harold C. Urcy said today 
that the third world war 
would possibly be fought 
with atomic bombs one 
thousand times more power- 
ful than the present models. 
This ia inevitable unless the 
democratic nations form a 
“super government” within 
five years, Dr Urey sald. 

The noted atomic — scientist, 
here to address the meeting of 
tho’ Atlantic Union Committee 
gaid Matly that world contro) ot 
the atom bomb {s impossible. 

Tho only way to ‘dave de- 
mocratic institutions, the Chi- 
cago physicist told a press con- 
ference, Is for the nations who 
believe in them ‘to form a 
fodernl government for defence 
agninst “Russinn dictatorship,” 

Ile voiced the belief that the 
North Atlantic notions, by “nn 
enormous unbalance of power,” 
could keep Russia from break- 
ing the peace. 

Dr Urey and the 
Union Committee arc supporting 
Conprressional resolutions calling 
on the United States to sponsor 
a convention of the Western 
democracies to explore the 
feasibility of a “Free Federal 
Union”. This “super govern- 
ment" would handle military 
and foreign affairs and inter- 
national trade matters affecting 
all member states. 

WAR FOR 10 YEARS 

Dr Urey sald that Democratic 
Senator Walter George bas given 
an assurance that hearings will 
bo held tn January on the 
federat convention introduced in 
the last session by Democratic 
Senntor Estes Kefauver ond en- 
dorsed by some 20 other sena- 
lors,
